Diegel Out on Ball Pend- 


ing Motion for 


New Trial 


DICTAGRAPH 
EVIDENCE 


Said to Have Swayed Jurymen 


Who Held Out for 


Acquittal. 


Columbus, July 5.— The diotagiaph, 


for the first time in tlic 
-liotory of 


American court procedure, was vindi- 
cated as a witness Monday afternoon 
when, after (!« l-i> hours of delibera- 
tion, a jury found Senate Senr«ant-at- 
Arms Rodney J. Diegel guilty of hav- 
ing aided and abetted Senator Lat'or- 
rest R. Andrews of Ironton, in the soli- 
citation of a bribe of $200 for his vote 
in the Ohio Senate. 


The result does not end the case. 


Attorney John Connor of the array of 
counsel representing the defense, said 
that a motion for a now trial would be 
argued at once, and if refused would 
be carried to the higher courts. His 
confidence tnat the upper courts 
-ft ill 


overrule Judge E. B Kinkead of the 
Criminal court, in the admission of 
the dictagraph record as evidence and 
in other matters objected to by the de- 
fense, seems to be supreme and he de- 
clared that Diegel will never have to 
pay the penalty of the con\iolioii just 
registered against him. 


The charge on which tho jury found 


Diegel to have been guilty was that 
of arranging a meeting between Sena- 
tor Andrews and Detective Prank Har- 
rison Smiley of the Burns Detective 
Agency, so that the former could ar- 
range to collect $200 for voting to get 
~tbe Cetono-^Vhittemore insurance bill 
out of the Senate committee on Insur- 
ance. 


For this service and for his efforts 


in getting votes lor the bill when it 
came up for passage in llic Senate DiV- 
gel was to have received $200, accord- 
ing to the dictagraph record, and of 
this amount the dialogue indicated that 
he was paid $50 in advance. 


There never was a. chance for ac- 


tluiUal, according to proceedings, of the 
jury made public when tho formal re- 
port was submitted at noon. 


Foreman J. Macey Walcott was the 


last man to cast his vote for eonvic- 
tion. 


Clerk White of the jury reported 


that the first ballot taken when 
tho 


jury retired to its privatt room showed 
that eight of the members 
were 
in 


favor of conviction and four of ac- 
quittal. 


Sergeant-at-Arms Diegel, 
his 
wife 


and family were in court when 
the 


verdict was read by Clerk Paul Good, 
but none of them evinced any emotion. 
Two weeks of close attention to the 
case did not weaken 
the 
nerves of 


either Mrs. Diogei or her d-iughtor. 
Miss Patrice, who is bifl 19 >oars of 
age, and not a tear was shod when the 
jury reported. 


Diegel maintained, as lie has done 


since the opening of the trial, that a 
great injustice had ben done him, and 
says that he was not guilty of any of 
the charges against him. 


Judge Kinkead was called upon 1o 


make rulings never decided by 
any 


court in America before this time, and 
if his opinions are sustained 
by 
the 


higher courts the dictagraph is finally 
established as a competent witness in 
court procedure. 


The defense based M'gorous objec- 


tions to the dictagraph and 
objected 


further to the parts ot tho record which 
involved Senators 
Huffman and Cc- 


tone, and it is upon these points prin- 
cipally that an appeal will be made. 


The maximum penalty which may be 


imposed upon Diegel is from one to 
five years in the penitentiary, or 
a 


fine not to exceed $500, or both. 


The verdict marks the close of tho 


present term of court, and none of tho 
remaining

N this practical age, our feeling in regard to martyrs is apt to be 


rather hazy. 
If we give any delinite thought to them, it is, with 


some of us, only to think how foolish they were. Others of us have 
a feeling of pity that they left so good a world for what seems so 


poor a reason, for in this reasonable age of ours, martyrdom appears so un- 
necessary. 
And in the end, most of us conclude that martyrs belong to the 


;past anyway, and so, scarcely need to be considered, except as playing a 
'necessary part in history. 


But a certain window in the Cathedral at Liverpool wakes us out 


. of this apathy, if it so be that this is our state of mind toward martyrs. 
i For it stirs us up to the fact that there are modern martyrs, and arouses 
.« very sincere and keen admiration for them. 
It shows that the world. 


''is not given, over entirely to commercial interests and comfortable living; 
*but that the spirit that inspired the Crusaders and Savonorola and Wyck- 
liffe and many others who suffered for a cause dear to them Is still alive. 
And for the moment, it thrills us, and gives us a glimpse of a larger and 
more beautiful life than is ours. 


The window in the Cathedral at Liverpool is to Louisa Stewart and 


All the Noble Army of Martyrs. 
Louisa Stewart is known to few, but 


she is a martyr of the last twenty years. 
She and her husband, the Rev- 


c^end Robert Warren Stewart, were connected with the Divinity School 
at Fuh Chow, China. 
He was principal of the school, and both took their 


part in training native evangelists. In 1877, the college was' wrecked by a 
mob, and Mrs. Stewart barely escaped. 
After further undaunted efforts 


there, a move was made to Ku-Cheng, where Mr. Stewart undertook work 
In connection with tho C. M. S. In the province of Fuh-Kien. 
In the spring 


of 1895, the war between China and Japan had aroused a strong feeling 
against everything foreign, and on August 1st, a savage attack was made 
by an anti-foreign band known as "Vegetarians," on the Mission Station 
fit KDwa-Sang, in which Mr. and Mrs. Stewart were among the victims. 


A window is now erected to her memory in the Cathedral at Liverpool 


among tho hundred or more dedicated to the deeds of good women. 
It 


commemorates at the same time, the noble army of martyrs who have kept 
alight and carried forward, even at the expense of their lives, the torch 
of truth, that has with greater and greater effulgence enlightened the 
•world. 


Most of us think, of course, that all th'r is outside of our sphere of 


•work or influence. - We do not want to go' »s missionaries, and wo have 
Bo particular desire to be martyrs. 
This is true and in this special field, 


•w© can perhaps do little. 


But we can lend a voice and an influence to further the peace move- 


ment, and to bring about all over the world, a public opinion for peace. 
This wiTl gradually have its effect In preventing wars. 
And thus those 


who are teaching and preaching in far distant countries can do so in safety, 
at least, in greater safety than they can at present, when the slightest 
national irritation arouses the war spirit, and brings into life the mob 
Violence that resulted- in the death of Louisa Stewart.

bear on the Canadian parliament to 
re.Hvt the bill pending before that 
body. 


It la known that there Is nlrc-julj 


strong opposition to the agreement l>j 
many Canadians and railroad inter- 
ests in that country, nnd an attempt 
is being made to add otheis whk It. it 
is hoped, will be sntlk lent to control 
votes to defeat the I.aurier govern- 
ment ami its pet project. 


A Religious Issue. 


Afoor.t the ;::ost important issue rais- 


ed is that of religion. French Cana- 
dian Catholics have been granted con- 
cessions und recognition in Canada 
•\vliich they could not gvt In many oth- 
er countries and particularly iu the 
United States. It is being insidiously 
represented to these people that an- 
negation is likely to follow the adop-1 
tion of the treaty and that if Canada ! 
becomes a part of the United States 
many of the rights and religions priv- 
ileges they now enjoy would be lost. 


As a proof of the probability of an- 


nexation attention is called to often 
repeated remarks of former United 
States citizens now in Saskatchewan 
mid All>erTa declaring that reciprocity 
Is but a step in the direction of an- 
nexation. It is said that this religious 
question is having a considerable effect 
in stirring up opposition to reciprocity 
in Canada, but whether or not it will 
be sufficient to prevent the adoption 
by the Canadian parliament does not 
appear in reports received here.

the fight for this congress. Thp reso- 
lution is now in conference, where it 
will probably remain. The Democrat* 
of the hoxise are determined to have 
their -way abotit it and will not accept 
the Bristow amendment.
